General, on his departure, gave him a fine riding horse, $100, a cloak, 


and permission to bring off an American prisoner as a servant. He 
brought off Ben Mordaci of Richmond, Va., who was thereby saved 
from the general massacre that took place of F annin’s men. Colonel 
Garay conducted him away from the Mexican camp, and at parting 
gave him a sword. He speaks highly of Urrea and of Garay—latter 
is Governor of Durango and commands the Southern Division of the 
invading army. Siezma (Sesma) commands the center, which is now 
at San Felipe. The Northern Division is destined for Nacogdoches, 
and Harrison says the report in camp was that this division had pro- 
ceeded up the Colorado 300 miles without meeting a white man. 
It will strike across the upper country to Nacogdoches. He says 
Urrea was very indignant at the massacre of Fannin’s troops, said 
it was done without his orders or knowledge, and that he intended 
to resign his command and return to his government as soon as the 
army reached Brazoria. Speaks highly of Garay. He confirms the 
report of a revolution in Mexico which had caused the return of 


Santa Anna.” 
This is all that the diarist says in this entry about Dr. Harrison. 


But he continues: 

“I also saw Captain Holland, who was an officer in Fannin’s artil- 
lery. He escaped the massacre by his prowess and courage. Captain 
Wallis was his file leader. Suspecting what was about to happen 
from his knowledge of the language, he proposed to Wallis that they 
should make an effort to escape. Wallis declined and said, ‘Let us 
meet our fate like men.’ But Holland watched his opportunity, 
knocked down one Mexican, jostled and overturned and ran over 
a second and seized the scopet of a third, wrested it from him, 
knocked him down, and in the confusion that ensued ran off. To his 
surprise and dismay he found there was an outer line of guards, one 
of whom raised his scopet to shoot him. Holland at once lowered 
his gun and shot off the fellow’s skull, dashed the scopet on him, and 
continued his flight without any further interruption. He suffered 
much in an attempt to reach the settlements. Nine of Fannin’s men 
are known to have escaped. I this day bought a horse of George B. 
Wilson for $50, and am ready to start.” 

Thus ends the faithful Fairfax’s narrative of the 15th.

THE PHANTOM DR. HARRISON 


A Story OF THE GOLIAD CAMPAIGN 


Our first glimpse of Doctor Harrison is from the diary of Fairfax 
Gray, who came into Texas early in the year of 1836 to negotiate a 
loan to the Revolutionary Government, which was organized at Wash- 
ington on the Brazos in March of that year. 

In those troubled days there was no newspaper published in Texas. 
When Santa Anna’s Army approached San F elipe, the Bordens sus- 
pended their weekly paper, and it was not published again until 
in the following autumn, when the capital was established at 
Columbia. 

Fairfax Gray was not in the army. He was at Washington on the 
Brazos when the provisional government was set up, and when Presi- 
dent Burnet and the members of his interim cabinet left for Harris- 
burg as Santa Anna came galloping into the heart of the colonies. 
Gray went along with them and each day he made a faithful note 
of what he saw and heard, and his diary is one of the most interest- 
ing and dependable sources of information about those stormy days. 

Houston camped on the Brazos for three weeks after the interim 
government and Fairfax Gray fled to Harrisburg. Gray reached that 
place about April 1, and mingled with the refugees along the bayou. 
Hundreds of people from the plantations on the Brazos and Colorado 
were hurrying this way headed for the Louisiana border. At one 
time there were 5000 people waiting to cross the Lynchburg Ferry. 
Steamboats were plying up and down the bayou going out to Gal- 
veston and along the coast. 

On April 15, Fairfax Gray was at Lynchburg, and after an excit- 
ing day wrote two pages in his loquacious diary: 

“This morning rode out to meet the President. * eS Se 
great number of fugitives are still passing. One lady from the West 
was delivered in a canebrake on her flight. * * * At night the 
steamboat came down, and on it all the inhabitants of Harrisburg.
